HOW to SELECT VARIETIES 


It depends on what you use them for. If you want them for 
shows select the ones that are mechanically perfect and have 
long heads and many blooms open at a time. And there are 
five size classes. You can win in them all. 

If you want them for cut flowers to ship to market you want only a few kinds, 
mostly pink, white, lavender and some yellow and red. But they must be varieties that 
open well in water when cut in tight bud. 

For nearby cut flower sales to florists you can use more kinds and can educate the 
florists to new colors. For roadside stands use all colors. The public likes the odd colors 
but it is hard to convince the florists of this fact. 

For arrangements the small ones are best. 

If you just want them for a nice display in your garden go the limit and choose 
any that sound good to you. There is a tremendous variety to choose from and many 
of them are bound to please you. Most people have color preferences so choose the colors 
you like and occasionally branch out and try others. They may be better than the 
description sounds. And be sure to try the miniatures and also some new introductions 
of the year.

Various Stages of Gladiolus Nuttery 


The following paragraph describing the various stages of gladiolus growing has attracted so much 
attention and been quoted so many times that I am repeating it again for the benefit of new readers. 

“There is a fascination about growing glads that becomes a hobby, then a craze. There are five 
stages of interest in growing ‘glads.’ First you just grow them as an amateur, same as you would any 
other flower. Then as your interest in them increases you become a ‘fan,’ then a ‘bug,’ then a ‘nut,’ then 
finally a ‘fiend.’ When you reach this final stage you are hopeless. You think of ‘glads’ all day, dream 
of them at night, spend every available minute of your time in the garden, talk of them, visit the 
shows, read all the catalogs and spend all your money on them. You will look lovingly at the last 
flower in the fall, will handle over your bulbs in the winter time and will hardly be able to wait till you 
can lovingly plant the bulbs in the spring. From then till the first bloom appears is a period of happy 
anticipation. When finally the spikes of blooms begin to appear you are in heaven.”’ 

In which class are you? I have been in the last class for years. A number have written me that they 
areina still more advanced stage, the ‘‘Damn fool”’ stage. That must be about the height of something. 

Mr. Flavel Ransom of Penn. writes that there is another stage beyond the ‘‘Damn Fool Stage.”’ 
This is when one starts crossing varieties and growing seedlings. I guess he is right. That’s the stage I 
am in now. And believe it or not I am getting some good ones. Just wait a couple of years. Mr. Ransom 
mentions ‘‘Gladinebriacy,” an incurable disease, sometimes contagious, confined to Homo Sapiens.

The small types of glads are fast becoming extremely popular and for good reason. They are 
much more suitable for arrangements and home decoration in the modern small houses and apart- 
ments. The colors and forms are exquisite, they are easy to grow being freer from disease and all 
sizes bloom, even the bulblets often producing fair spikes. Formerly most miniatures had only 3-4 
blooms open at a time and the colors were very common. But now many have very beautiful colors 
and open up to 10 or more. 

Some varieties are on the border line in size between the 200 and 300 size and because of wide 
flaring petals or other unusual characteristics are called the Butterfly type. These are usually exquisite 
and will please many people who do not care for the 100 or small 200 size. 

MINIATURES are progressing fast, many new ones coming along every year. I am introducing 
several this year that I am sure will please you. They are here to stay. Better get a start in them.

One of the most fascinating aspects of growing 
glads is in raising seedlings. Every seedling bulb 
you raise is different from any other.

Sow the seed like any other seed, not over 
lo” deep, keep watered and you should get nice 
bulbs that will bloom the second year. Work 
peat moss into the soil and it also makes a good 
cover for the seed. 

Unfortunately I didn’t harvest much seed last 
summer—just small amounts of many kinds and 
so have decided to put most of them into mix- 
tures. The amount of the blue mixture is very 
limited so order early.

HARDY CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


Most so called hardy mums are not really 
hardy in the most northern regions. Prof. Meader 
of the University of New Hampshire has been 
working on hardy ones crossing with Korean 
varieties trying to produce new varieties that are 
hardy in their location where they get extreme 
cold and little snow. Anything that is hardy there 
will live thru the winter most anywhere. The 
following varieties are among the very hardiest 
to be had from any source. G is for Granite after 
the Granite State.

FLORIDA CUSTOMERS -- IMPORTANT 
Many people in Florida or elsewhere where glads 
can be grown in the winter want to plant in 
September to early December. Remember no 
one has bulbs to plant this time of year. Bulbs 
of the present year’s growth need a rest after 
digging and should not be planted ’till near 
January. If you want to plant earlier order in 
the Spring and we will hold them till fall for 
you. Or you can get them and put in cold storage 
35-40. Sometimes we hold out a few #1 collections 
but the first few Florida orders take those. So 
don’t get left. Order in spring and we will 
hold the bulbs and ship when you want to 
plant. 


BLOOMING DATES Exact dates like “‘so 
many days to bloom”’ are entirely unreliable. Days 
to bloom vary according to section of the country, 
time of planting, etc., and a so called 75 day variety 
for instance may bloom for a month or more. 
Friendship is called an early variety but usually 
blooms over a long period. The best anyone can do 
is to classify them as to early, midseason and late. 


VIRUS DISEASE Viruses are getting into 
many plants now including fruits and vegetables 
and glads are no exception. Do not plant near 
beans, peas, cucumbers, asters, tobacco and there 
are probably some other plants that can transmit 
virus. Virus is carried by aphis and other insects 
so to avoid trouble you should spray with 
malathion or something that will kill these virus 
carriers. Virus sometimes stunts the plants and 
sometimes streaks the flowers. Any plant so 
affected should be destroyed. However, some 
short plants do not have virus but will grow tall 
the next year. Certain varieties are like this. 


FERTILIZERS About the first question the 
novice asks about growing glads is what fertilizer 
to use. Yet this 1s the least important thing in glad 
growing. In growing for exhibition you may need 
some fertilizer but go easy on it and keep it a foot 
or so away from the plants. Water is much more 
imporiant. Many show growers in trying to get 
the very utmost out of their plants use fertilizers 
and animal manures and discard the bulbs after- 
wards. But tf you want to keep your bulbs and have 
reasonably good soil, don’t use much fertilizer. 


SIZE OF BULBS Theoretically the larger the 
bulb the larger and better the bloom. But like 
some other things there are many exceptions. 
Many people think that they can’t get a good 
bloom from any but a jumbo bulb such as you 
often see in the chain stores. Often these huge 
overgrown bulbs have been sold to the stores at 
a low price as they are past their prime and the 
growers no longer want them for bloom. Varieties 
differ greatly also. Some don’t make large bulbs 
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till they are 3 or 4 years old. Usually a one or 
two year old bulb is best. Someone wrote an 
article in a Glad Society magazine this past year 
that a large bulb grown from a bulblet in one 
year would not produce an exhibition spike. 
This is nonsense. I purposely tried out some one 
year bulbs alongside some two year olds last 
summer and those from bulblets did slightly the 
better. This doesn’t prove anything but I did get 
some magnificent spikes of Green Ice from the 
one year old bulbs. 

You will be amazed at the fine spikes you can 
get from medium and even small bulbs. Person- 
ally I would buy medium bulbs unless I were 
trying to get the very ultimate in size of bloom. 
They cost much less and you can grow them into 
large bulbs for the next year. 

Commercial bulb growers plant nearly all 
small bulbs and they bloom beautifully. 


THRIPS This is a small insect that sucks the 
juices from the buds so they do not open properly. 
Whenever this happens the trouble is thrips. There 
is nothing mysterious about it and it can be con- 
trolled very easily by using DDT or Chlordane. 
Spray or dust in the growing season and dust with 
Spergon at cleaning time. 

OR here is a new method. Dust your soil with 
Chlordane before planting and you will have no 
thrip. The Chlordane goes into the plants and thrips 
don’t ltke the taste. 


CHANGING COLOR In spite of all that has 
been written about this many people think they 
do. Don’t let anyone kid you that their glads 
change to white or yellow or any other color. It 
is a scientific fact that they cannot change. The 
one exception is when a single plant may mutate 
or sport usually to a lighter shade, tho occasion- 
ally to a darker one. Sometimes you will have a 
part of a flower like the original and the other 
part different. When this happens they usually 
revert to the original color the next year. These 
sports are rare tho if you are growing a large 
number of a certain variety you might have 
several sport plants all nearly the same. In my 
over 40 years growing I have had very few sports. 


GLADIOLUS REQUIREMENTS Full sun all 
day or nearly so. Plenty of water especially when 
coming in to bloom. Good drainage. In dry soil 
your blooms will not be so good but the bulbs will 
be. In wet soil you get fine blooms but poor bulbs. 
Fertilizer is not important if your soil is fairly 
good. Water 1s more important. 

The above is all that is really necessary, but to 
avoid thrips, a small insect that sucks the juices 
out of the buds so they do not open properly, you 
should dust or spray once a week or 10 days with 
DDT or Chlordane. 


WHERE TO PLANT Glads do well in a 
vegetable garden but don’t plant near beans, 
peas, cucumbers, asters, tobacco or perhaps some 
other plants as insects carry virus from those 
plants to the glads. Sometimes I have seen beans 
affected more than the glads. 


HOW TO SELECT GLADS People look at 
Glads in various ways according to their own 
particular interest. A show grower can see only 
show qualities such as many open at a time, good 
placement, attachment, balance, etc. Some florists 
don’t want a lot open as they think they don’t keep 
so well. The arrangers do not need so many open 
but do usually want dainty spikes of striking colors. 
I personally go for beauty of form and color and 
novelty. Aside from the above there is the great 
majority who just want a nice collection for their 
gardens tn colors they like. Florists want mostly 
white, pink, lavender with a few reds and yellows. 
Roadside customers like many colors including the 
odd and dark varieties that florists would not use. 
The general public likes a variety but florists buy 
mostly for weddings and funerals and do not cater 
to the people who want bouquets for the house. 
Perhaps florists could sell more for house decoration 
af they didn’t charge so much for the glads. If you 
have a trade with local florists I would try to educate 
them to miniatures and select varieties not com- 
monly used as there would be many more glads 
used if the florists showed the public a variety of 
colors and forms and new ways to use them. The 
one quality the florists care the most about is ability 
to stand handling and to keep well. Unfortunately 
often the varieties that have this quality are not the 
most beautiful. 


SYMPOSIUMS and lists of best varieties in 
magazine articles or books have their place. But 
don’t believe them 100%. Varieties differ in 
different locations and tastes vary greatly. 
The experts often have different ideas from the 
general public. I have seen varieties the experts 
condemned yet the public liked them tremend- 
ously. Then often the newer and better varieties 
are not mentioned in the articles. Any list of 
best varieties is entirely out of date in 3 or 4 
years. 


DON’T CONDEMN A VARIETY oz one 
year’s trial. You can tell the first year if you like 
the color or not. But as to performance so many 
things are involved that you can’t definitely decide 
if a variety 1s satisfactory on just one year’s trial. 
It depends on how the bulb was grown the year 
previous, storage, your own growing conditions, 
etc. Some varieties need more water than others. 
Some plants will be rather short one year and tall 
the next. Some kinds grown in a different part 
of the country need to be acclimated. Then you at 
first might get a poor bulb while the variety as a 
whole was fine. Then they can get virus from peas, 
beans, asters and some other plants. Virus often 
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streaks the flowers tho there are some varieties that 
naturally have flecked blooms. Again some varieties 
seem to do better one year than another. 


BEST VARIETIES Glads have so Many uses 
that no one variety can be said to be “‘the best.” 
Best for what? Exhibition, commercial or ar- 
rangement? Many varieties are very satisfactory 
for the home garden that wouldn’t get anywhere 
as florist cut flowers or the show table. Nor can 
anyone tell you what you would like. I try to 
tell the good qualities and to give a mental 
picture of each variety but you just have to try 
them out to see what you like. 


GUARANTEE We try to satisfy our customers. 
If anything goes wrong I will appreciate your 
letting us know and will try to make it right. 

But we do not guarantee all bulblets to grow. 
Most kinds germinate easily tho seldom 100% but 
some varieties need a little coaxing. Also not all 
small bulbs grow tho most of them should. 

We cannot be responsible for the crop you harvest 
as so many things are beyond our control. 

Remember glads like anything else have to have 
moisture. If planted on very dry soil especially 
late in the season they sometimes will not grow. 

We try to please and usually do as we have 
customers who have bought of us for many years. 


BULBLETS Bulblets are a good means of 
getting started in high priced varieties but 
remember they do not germinate 100%. Soaking 
them for a day or so or sunning them for a 
couple of days will help. Personally I would soak 
or sun or peel all high priced bulblets till I found 
out if they were easy germinators. 

Size of bulblets has nothing to do with germi- 
nating or growing qualities. Some kinds naturally 
make huge bulblets and others very small ones. 
One large grower when buying them by the 
quart always wants as small ones as he can get 
so as to get more to the quart. He says if they 
have a live kernel he can make them grow. 


FOR A LONG BLOOMING SEASON Plant 
early varieties as early as possible. Then it is well 
to plant midseason varieties at the same time as 
well as the late bloomers. Then plant some of 
your favorites at 10 day intervals. In this way you 
can have a fine succession of blooms all season. 

If you want certain midseason varieties late 
in the season just plant them late. But remember 
the later you plant the shorter time it takes to bloom. 
Nature will produce a bloom if possible. 


ORGANIC GARDENING I surely believe in 
this. No amount of commercial fertilizers is 
going to make a poor soil good. Build up your 
soil by manuring when you can and plowing in 
green crops. However, with Glads I would go 
easy’ with both fertilizers and animal manure. 
Some growers do use the latter and seem to have 
no trouble but I can’t. If any manure is used it 


should be very well rotted and applied the fall Occasionally someone complains that their glads

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Sizes of Bulbs 


Here is a diagram showing STANDARD sizes of bulbs 
as set up by the gladiolus industry. A 41 bulb is a bit 
larger than the circle. If it goes in the circle it is #2. The 
same with the other sizes. 


#1 size is 114 inch up in diameter. If 2 inches or larger 
it is called a Jumbo. 
#2 is 1144-11% inch. 


#3 is 1-114 inch. In the Quantity or Wholesale list 
#4 is 34-1 inch. they are offered by these definite 
#5 is 144-34 inch. sizes. 


#6 is 86-1 inch. 
#7 is below 34 inch. This size is often planted by the 
growers but not offered at retail. 


If you think you receive undersized bulbs just compare 
them with the drawing. You can make a good hand 
grader by pasting the drawing on a cardboard and cutting 
out the circles. You will often be surprised at the size of 
bulbs when you actually try them on the chart. 


AT RETAIL bulbs are offered as Large, Medium and 
Small. Large means #1 and 2 or either 1 or 2. Medium 
means #3 and #4, Small consists of either #5 or 6. Tho we 
put in 1, 3 or 5 for L, M and S when we can, #2-4 and 6 
are perfectly legitimate. Mostly both sizes are used where 
a quantity is ordered. 


Theoretically #1 bulbs are best and they often are if 
young bulbs not over two years old. Many people think 
the Jumbo bulbs seen in chain stores are best. This is all 
wrong. Many times these are old worn out bulbs that 
the growers have sold cheap as they no longer wanted to 
grow them. The growers want smaller and younger bulbs. 
Occasionally a variety like King Size needs Jumbo bulbs 
to get the very ultimate in size of spike and bloom. But 
some kinds do even better from medium size bulbs. And 
don’t think the small ones will not bloom. If given good 
care they should nearly all but not 100% bloom well and 
produce larger bulbs. I know a grower who produces 
wonderful four foot spikes from #5’s and good large 
bulbs, too. 

Of course if your conditions are poor and you can’t 
water them you need a larger bulb than if they had good 
well drained soil and plenty of water. 

Some varieties naturally make smallish bulbs, not 
producing #1’s till 3 years old. In such cases medium 
bulbs will give grand spikes. 


BULBLETS vary greatly in size. Those as large as #6 
bulbs are very large. Some kinds will make bulblets as 
large as #5 bulbs. Many kinds never produce large 
bulblets and if they don’t we can’t furnish them. The 
size of bulblets has nothing to do with their germinating 
ability or to the size bulbs they will grow into. 

Where we offer bulblets by count we put in the largest 
we have. When sold by package they are field run with the 
smallest ones screened out. I have often seen piles of pee- 
wee bulblets that have been taken out and discarded that 
germinated about 100% right in the pile.
